t'oni Mine Explosion. 

IiCDA Pesth, Jan. 27.— An explosion from 
a cause still unascertained took place in a 
coal mine at Tokod, near Gran, yesterday 
morning. Fire broke out immediately after 
the explosion and it is still burning. About 
IHO men were at work in the mine at tho 
time of the explosion. Tho descent was not 
impaired und the cage was sent down almost 
at once. The bodies of 19 men, who had 
been killed by the shock, were found near 
tho bottom of the shaft and were brought 
up. The cage went down again, but return- 
ed immediately, as the smoke was so dense 
that iho rescue party were unable to remain 
below. Two of the party were unconscious 
before they reached the top. Thero aro 131 
men Btill in tho mine. Machinery wa3 
taken out from Gran to partially Hood the 
mine, but as yet there arc no signs that the 
tire is abating. The whole population of 
Tokod is around the pit's mouth, but no ef- 
fort has been made uinco noon to send down 
a rescue party. All the miners arc believed 
to be dead. As the work of rescue cannot 
be attempted for several hours thero ispruc- 
tically no hope that any of the men below 
will bo saved. 

X Milliner In Trouble. 

ROME, Jan. 27. — A fashionable milliner 
Oftmed L'Upi has been arrested for com- 
plicity in tho bunk frauds, She bus been 
the creature of Signor Cutcinello, manager 
of tho Bank of i\'aples, who, although 70 
years old and of proverbial austerity, bus 
secretly led a most depraved life. 

Iloinnn Bank scandal. 

Rome, Jan, 27.— Signor A. Monzilli, di- 
rector of the bureau of industry and com- 
merce, has been arrested for complicity iu 
the bank frauds, und summonses havo boon 
issued by tho examining magistrate for 30 
men implicated iu the scandal. In the 
chanibor of deputies to-day Signor Calajanni 
made a violent attack upon tho Govern- 
ment. Ho reminded the deputies that ho 
hud directed attention to tho scandalous 
practices of the banks. This was in 
1S89, when Signor Giolitti was minister 
of finance. Ho know, ho said, that the 
government had drawn on tho National 
Bank for funds with which to pay tho elec- 
tion expensea, and now that tho scandal was 
cropping out had tried lo direct (ha resent- 
ment of the public against tho Banca Bo- 
mana in order to shield tho National Bank. 
Premier Gilitti, in reply, merely deprecated 
the effort to instiuito a parliamentary in- 
quiry into tho bank scandul. A friend of 
tho government moved an adjournment and 
the motion was carried by a narrow major- 
ity. A prolongation of the sitting Would 
have resulted probably in a ministerial de- 
feat.

Duncan's, Jun. ' 20. — (Special.)— A large 
and Influential meeting of tho electors of 
Oowiohan was held in tho Agricultural Hall 
hero, this evening; Mr. W. Duncan in tho 
chair.

HAWAIIAN CRISIS. 



The Gqieen of the Mauds Forced to 
Resign— Details of the 
Movement. 



Commissioners Sent to the United 
States to Talk Over Annex- 
ation. 



San Fhanoisco, Jan. 28.— President Pond 
called a meeting of the trustees of the 
Chamber of Commerce at his office this 
afternoon, to listen to the representations 
of the Huwaiian commissioners, who have 
como to the United States in connection 
with the proposition of Hawaiian annexa- 
tion. The meeting was called by request of 
commissioners who wished to have the facts 
fully understood by the businessmen of San 
Francisco, und wero compelled to move 
speedily, because they intend to start for 
Washington on Sunday night, The con- 
ference lasted upwards of an hour, Tho 
Hawaiian commissioners addressed tho 
trustees at length, giving u history of the 
recent occurrences, describing the ex- 
isting situation ut tho time they 
left Honolulu, and outlined their 
purpose hero. After the meeting the Ha- 
waiian commissioners declined to say any- 
thing concerning tho meeting oxcepting that 
they wore tho guests of the trustees and 
could not therefore repeat anything that 
had been said. Tho trustees, after tho de- 
parture of the commissioners, deliberated for 
a time and decided to call a meeting for 
next Tuesday, and authorized President 
Pond to appoint a committee to inquire and 
report at that meeting aB to the basis of 
action to be considered. 

Prior to the sailing of the Claudino from 
Honolulu the following proclamation was 
made: "I, Liliuokalani, by the grace of 
God, and under the constitution of tho 
Hawaiian Kingdom, Queen, do hereby 
solemnly protest against any und all acts 
done against myself, and the constitutional 
government of tho Hawaiian Kingdom by 
certain persons claiming to have established 
a provisional government of and for this 
kingdom, 

"That 1 yield to the superior force of the 
United States of America, whose minister 
plenipotentiary, His Excellency John L, 
Stevens, has caused United States troops to 
be landed at Honolulu and declared that he 
would support tho said provisional govern- 
ment. Now, to avoid any collision of armed 
forces and perhaps the loss of life, I do, 
under this protest and impelled by said 
force, yield my authority until such timo as 
the Government of the United States shall, 
upon the facts being presented to it, undo 
the action of its representative and rein- 
state me in the authority which I cluiin as 
the constitutional sovereign of the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

'Dono at Honolulu this 17th day of Janu- 
ary, ISO. - !. Liliuokalani. " 

To S. Ii. Dole and othtrs composiiiQ the Pro- 
visional Government of the Hawaiian 
Islands; Chairman of the Executive 
Council of the Provisional Government : 

A Provisional Government having been 
duly constituted in place of the recent gov- 
ernment of Queen Liliuokalani, und said 
Provisional Government being in full posses- 
sion of the Government buildings, the 
archives and thottreasuro and in control of 
the capital of the Hawaiian Islands, I hero- 
" y recognize said Provisional Government 
s the de facto government of tho Hawaiian 
Islands. " JoilN L. STEVBNS, 

Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of the United States. 

Queen Liliuokalani did not propose to 
make an entirely new constitution. Ouly a 
lew amendments were made to tho obi con- 
titution. which would have bettered the 
condition of the natives. The Queen 
wanted the appointment of half the legk- 
lature and she wanted to hold absolute sway 
unchecked by the cabinet and legislature. 
In all this 3hc would havo helped her own 
people. 

No surprise is occasioned by the unbloody 
defeat of the monarchial government 
as the Queen is not liked by tho 
natives. W. C. Wilder, one of the 
commissioners of tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Hawaii to Washington, 
is registered at tho Occidental along with 
Other members of the commission. He ex- 
pressed himself very freely on the subject 
of his mission to a United Press reporter 
this afternoon, but declined to discuss the 
contents of the portfolio which the commis- 
sion carries for presentation to the Secretary 
of State at Washington. " Our proclama- 
tion, which has been published, contains 
tho full intents and purposes of the 
Provisional Government," be said. " Every- 
thing is open and abovo board 
in the matter and there is nothing to con- 
ceal. The present position of affairs is 
endorsed by all tho American population of 
tho Islands, by tho entire German com- 
munity, and by fully two- thirds of the Eng- 
lish residents. Tho annexation of the 
Islands will be of as much importance and 
benefit to tho peoplo of this Stato and tho 
business community of San Francisco as it 
will he to the people of the Islands, and we 
expect that they will assist, by every means 
in their power to gain the desired end. The 
movement hos been brewing for sotno time 
past. 

"Ever since theQueaa attained the reinB of 
government she Iiub been trying to re-estab- 
lish the absolute form of monaraoby which 
existed before the revolution of 1SS7, when 
the power was wrested from King Kalakua 
and vested in the people. 

"Before 1S87, tho legislature, consisting 
of twenty-four representatives and twenty- 
four nobles, was controlled entirely by the 
King, who appointed tho representatives, 
the noble seats being hereditary. By tho 
revolution the former were elected by uni- 
versal suffrage, and the nobles by a vote 
based on tho property ownersbipof $3,000, or 
an annual income ot $000. Tho King also 
hud the absolute power of appointing und 
removing the members of his cab- 
inet, but tha new constitution, 
while it permitted him to appoint 
debarred htm from removing anyone except 
by due process of lav. The ex- Queen's solo 
aim has been to restore the former powers 
and privileges of tho throne, and, being a 
woman of determined will, she has con- 
trived to keep everyone politically con- 
nected with her in hot water. Tho trouble 
broke out when the, Inst Legislature began 
its sessions, and the battle has been kept up 
without interruption for over seven and a 



half months. When tho lito crisis took 
placo everything passed offquietly. 

"The landing of marinesfrom the Ameri- 
can warships wus only dono for tho pro- 
tection of life and property, and it had a 
good moral effect in preventing any uprising 
of the nativo population. It has no other 
bearing on the situation than that of a 
precautionary measure The head of 
the Provisional Government, Sanford 
B. Dole, was a judge of the Supreme 
court of the Island who has resigned his 
position in the interests of tho new move- 
ment. Commission will leave for Washing- 
ton to-morrow night." 

W. C. Wilder, chairman of tho commit- 
tee of safety at Honolulu and commissioner 
from the provisional government to Wash- 
ington, had an interview with A. S. Cleg- 
horn, father of Kalnulani, tho heir apparent 
to tho throne, in which, while ho condemnod 
the course of the ex-Queen, ho suggested 
a compromiso by placing his daughter 
on tho throne. This young lady, 
wno is now being educutcd in 
England, will become of age within nino 
months. Cleghorn, who is a Scotchman, 
feels the blow which has been struck at his 
royul connections even moro keenly than 
they do ; but Ida oti'er of a compromiso is 
not likely to meet with much consideration 
in the present temper of the native and 
foreign population. One of the most objec- 
tionable acts of the late ruler was the pas- 
sage of the opium and lottery nets, against 
iho petitions of all the business firms in the 
country and a Btrong proteut from the 
Chandler of Commerce, which she did not 
notice. Only one white man in the Legis- 
lature voted in favor of these schemes. 

William R. Castle, another of the com- 
missioners, also discussed tho situation vig- 
orously und intelligently. Ho reiterated 
many of the views expressed by Mr. Carter. 
" We did not start the revolution," ho said. 
"The Queen started the insurreotion 
by ignoring tho constitution and endeavor- 
ing to force a new constitution of her own 
creution which would make her monarchy 
absolute. She had been hatching this plot 
for months, and to uso a popular expression, 
when she tried it on she got the worst of 
it. The legislature, by means of the native 
vote, passed. tho lottery bill and opium bill, 
which wero bitterly opposed by the 
white residents and business community.. 
Then, after securing a vote of confidence in 
Wilcox's Ministry, one of the best, adminis- 
trations we ever had, she appointed a cabinet 
of her own selection. When the House was 
prorogued almost tho only members present 
were natives. When the House was dis- 
missed the Queen invited ull the members 
to the palace. Then she said that she had 
resolved to gratify tho wishes of her native 
subjects and give them the constitution 
they desired, which would be framed in 
their interests. 

"One of the ministers h ing asked to see 
a copy of the new constitution. "What 
do you want to see it again for ? " she asked 
the minister. "You havo seen it before 
and read it three months ago.' 1 It then 
leaked out that tho ministry knew all about 
the new constitution, and at leaBt three of 
the number were in full accord with the 
absolutist principles of Liliuokalani. 
" What were the main features of tho new 
constitution ':" "None of our party saw 
it, and I can only speak from recollection of 
those wdio heard it read. Its main features 
provided for the practical disfranchisement 
ot whito residents by confining the 
elective franchise to nativo Hawaiian sub- 
jects. It also provided for the abolition 
of an elective House of Nobles and tho sub- 
stitution of a House of Nobles appointed 
by the Crown. Justices of tho Supreme 
bench, instead of holding life appointments,, 
were to serve for six years only and to be- 
appointed by the Queeu. This meant ab- 
solute monarchy without any legislative or 
judicial check. Tho Queen's mistake lay in 
confiding her Becret to somo of the natives, 
who could no more keep a secret thun a 
parcel of gossiping women. 

The scheme leaked out and we were pre- 
pared to act. When the news was brought 
to Mr. Thurston that the Queen had at laBt 
taken the contemplated stop, there was a 
spontaneous uprising of white residents. A 
committee of safety was appointed consist- 
ing of thirteen citizens, to protect life and 
property. This occurred on Saturday after- 
noon. On Monday morning tho Queen, 
ealizing that she had made a fatal error, 
jrcttlated a paper around tho Btreets 
saying that ehe had abandoned her 
intention to secure a new constitu- 
tion by revolutionary means. Sho also 
promised that she would confine herself in 
future to lawful methods. Another meet- 
ing of citizens was held on Monday ufter- 
noou. Of course the Queen's manifesto was 
ignored, no oue attaching any weight to it 
or believing in its sincerity, Sho waited 
thirty-six hours after throwing her bomb, 
ami then, recognizing that tho timo was not 
opportune for despotism, simply resolved to 
postpone its introduction. 

'After the meeting on Monday, the ■whole 
town wus under a tremendous tension. The 
American minister, who kept his head ad- 
mirably during tho exciting period through 
which he passed, sent tho United States 
raiser Boston for troops. Three hundred 
marines wero speedily taken. A corp'j 
marched to the American consulato, on- 
other detachment took possession of the 
minister's house, where all the Americans 
were told they would be protected. Others 
were stationed in different portions of tho 
city. The presence of the marines at once 
inspired confidence in the minds of our party. 
When Charles B. Wilson, marshal of the 
Kingdom, saw them coming, he said, 'Tho jig 
is up,' and so it was. Wilson was in com- 
mand of the government troops, and had 
hud all tho arms and ammunition, and had 
sworn in -100 extra policemen. The marshal 
was game, but recognized that his greatness 
was at tin end and submitted to the inevit- 
ible. On Tuesday the provisional govern- 
ment was declared. A delegation of civil- 
ians representing three-fourths of the pro- 
perty interests of tho Islands went to 
the palace and peacefully took posses- ■ 
sion of the government. property. 
This revolution, which is the moBt 
important in the history of the Hawaiian 
Islands, was almost bloodless here. Only 
ono man was killed. Ho was stationed by 
the Provisional Government to guard the 
ammunition, and in the discharge of his 
duty shot a native special policeman ap- 
pointed by Marshal Wilson, wdio attempted 
to recapture the ammunition. The citizenu 
of all nationalities have rallied to our sup- 
port. Some of the English desire the re- 
turn of the heiress apparent, tho Princesi* 
Kaiunlani, and would like the monarchy 
perpetuated with her throne."

BAVARIA'S ATTITUDE. 

Not Hostile to the Empire, but Not to Ee 
Done to Death Under It— Caprivl'8 
Explanations, 

Berlin, Jan. 28.— The Reichstag com 
mitteo on tho army bill haa concluded tho 
general debute on that measure, and to day 
proceeded with tho diacussiou of its several 
oluuseB. Tho closing debate showed an in 
creased disposition to accept tho Govern 
meut'a proposals, tho only material oppo 
sition being offered by a faction of the 
Centre party led by Dr. Leiber. Baron 
Stumm severely blamed Dr. Leiber for 
advocating tho disunion of Germany by 
saying that it was hotter for tho people 
of Bavaria to live aa Bavarians than 
to bo surely done to death under 
tho Empire. Dr. Leiber declared that his 
words hud been misused. He was, he said, 
for tho Empire, and only desired to warn 
tho government how tho Bavarian people 
felt towards tho proposed iucreaao of the 
army. Chancellor von Caprivi again apolte 
in favor of tho bill, urging that it bo ap 
proved in its entirety. Tho meaaure, he 
said, waa not intended toavert a momentary 
danger of acute nature. It aimed to make 
a suitable provision for a sLato of things 
which he must desuribo as presenting a per 
manent danger. The Budget Commission of 
the Reichstag ia rapidly voting the new 
credits for tho navy under the impulse of 
Chancellor von Caprivi'a declaration!) that 
there ia danger of a coalition of tho fleets 
of France, Russia and Denmark.

Bo It enacted by the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria, by tho Council I hereof, aa follows: 

1. It ia hereby declared that n distinction for 
tho purpose of assessment ahull bo in tdo bo.

the municipality limits of tho Corporation of 
tho City ot Victoria.

3. imp ovements situato wllhln tho saiel 
limbs shall be estimated for tho purpose of 
assessment at fifty per cent of their actual cash 
value, aa they would bo appraised in payment 
of u juat debt from a solvent dob.or. 

i. Tho Aaaesaor ahall begin to mnko tho 
assessment on or beforo tho fourth Friday in 
January, and comploto the same on or before 
the second Tuesday in May, and the asscaa- 
mcnt shall be matlo on tho aaid second Tuesday 
in May in each year. 

5. Tho Assessment Roll Bhall bo returned by 
the Aaaesaor to tho Clerk of the Jluni ipnl- 
ity on or beforo tho third Saturday in .May 
in each year.

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J. G. BLAINE. 

English Press Estimates of the Ameri- 
can Statesman Not of the Most 
Flattering. 



Opinions of the Press as to His 
Natural Qualities ami Attain- 
ments. 

He Fought for the People, tho Only 
Monarch He Ever Acknowl- 
edged. 



Nkw Yokk, Jan. 28.— Tho Tribune says 
thiB morning ; " Tho greatest statesman of 
tho times is numbered with tho historic 
doad of a grateful republic. So olectrio 
was Mr. Blaine's vitality, so commanding 
a figure has ho been in public life for thirty 
years, so symmetrical was tho development 
of his intellectual powers, so inoxhaustiblo 
wero tho resources of his statesmanship, 
that it is almost impossible to think of him 
lying cold in death. Now that ho has 
fallen, his enemies being tho witnesses, tho 
nation will mourn him as the greatest 
American of his generation. Tho genius of 
this many-sided man ripened intheplentitudo 
of his political authority and power over 
man until there Beemed nothing lacking. In 
tho lucidity and charm of his literary taste 
he was the equal of John Quinuy Adams. In 
political dialectics ho had Mr. Greely's raro 
talent for writing and speaking to tho com- 
mon people, and making tho most intricate 
economic questions luminous and practical. 
In his diplomatic powers wero combined tho 
dignity of Welister, tho firmness of Marcey 
and tho tact und flexibility of Seward. In 
breadth of view and in unerring discern- 
ment of tho forces of public opinion and tho 
tendencies of manifest destiny, ho was an 
other Jefferson. His conversation andBociul 
fascination rivalled those of Clay." 

Tho Herald saya : " Mr. James G. 
Blaine had sturdy friends and unrelenting 
enemies, but friends and enemies alike agree 
that he occupied a conspicuous position in 
the constellation of American statesmen. 
History will vindicato his rights to that 
most honorable distinction, for it would bo 
impossible to recite tho events which threw 
the nation into chaos in tho earlier sixties, 
or the names of men who moulded public 
opinion during tho fivo years when the 
country summoned up courage and rebuilt 
the union on the graves of a million heroes, 
to review the slow processes which, like a 
hot fire, have since welded the SUteB aa a 
whole, without referring to J unes G. Blaine 
as one of the foremost in the group of giants 
whose work is recorded in that strange 
chapter of our history. We may further 
venturo upon this that Blaine in all tho 
policies of his public life created unbounded 
enthusiasm. If hated by some, even his 
haters admitted his sovereignty over the 
multitude." 

Tho Press says : " The death of James G. 
B'aine removes the most eminent citizen of 
the Americ in Republic that has passed away 
since General (irant. Now that tho great 
civil leader has gone from tho sceneB of tho 
political strife in which ho gained a dis- 
tinction surpassed by nono other in this 
generation, all will bo ready to do homage 
to his m.itchlcss genius for statesmanship, 
his unwavering fidelity to principle, his 
staunch devotion to tho interests of America 
as against the world. Blaine wus a typical 
American." 

The Recorder says : "His (Mr. Blaine's) 
death is one of the very greatest losses that 
could have befallen us as a people. Hb has 
gone to join tho mighty majority on tho 
other side, and not only tho Republican 
party, but tho Republic itself, has lost a 
mighty and, in many respects, a matchless 
leader. He fought for tho people against 
kings and thrones and principalities. He 
was true to the Republic, he never surren- 
dered excipt to the people, his own people, 
the only monarch ho acknowledged." 

Tho World says : " Tho death of Mr. 
Blaine removes from the Bcenes of his 
triumphs, his trials, his hopes and his dis- 
appointments one of the most brilliant and 
interesting figures in American history. 
Mr. Blaine wis wanting in sonio of tho 
higher attributes of leadership. He com- 
pelled admiration, but ho did' not inspire 
confidence Men applauded, but they did 
not trust. -him. Many loved hint, few feared 
him In the death of Mr. Blaine tho Re- 
publican party loi-es its moat distinguished 
and oapible leader, and the country a states- 
man who with years had gained wisdom and 
learned the virtue of moth ra'ion." 

Tho Times says : " Mr. Blaine was from 
tin first, as much in 1876 as in 1884, or in 
1892, the chosen leader of the men in Iub 
party who debited political power for selfish 
purposes. He never commanded, it may 
almost bo said thut ho never sincerely 
Bought, the oonfidonen of tho portion of his 
parly that wished political power for gen- 
erom u°es, for the purity, the justice, tho 
elcvat of public lite, that it made possi- 
ble. He was tho chief and the idol of the 
schemers, the intriguers and the adventurers 
of the pest helium period. His views were 
in a srr.se broad, but his aim*, public and 
personal, were not, high. Admiration ho 
could command nnd ho could arouse enthu- 
a'asm Tit" c< nfidence of men ho could not 
win, and with all rexpect to the feelings of 
those who, in wide ly separated parts of the 
land, will s ; ncerely mourn him, it must be 
written that it was better for the American 
pooplo that he could not win it, since, in 
sober truth, he did not merit, it,." 

ENGLISH PRESS COMMENTS.

If to these gifts had b'en added a Btornor 
sense of rectitude and loftier purpose, he 
would have hoen-really a great figure in pol- 
itics. As it is, we must p'ace him in the 
category of lower mm. Ho typified the 
period in which he lived, and the best we 
can hope for his country and the world is 
that the clana to which he belonged, whether 
brilliant and Interesting like himself or tor- 
did and despicable like most of itt members, 
may soon piss from actuality into history 
Tho Standard says : It would bo idle to 
pretend that America is made any poorer by 
tho loss of her statesman. Ho might have 
been a powerful leader if bo had kept his 
record cleaner. Ilia life's labor will leave 
scarcely any memory. 

The Daily Telegraph says : It is pro- 
bable that his tirades against England had 
as a motive a desire to win Irish votes, but 
In his oharaater and pdiey there was so 
much aeorei iveness that, it is difficult to 
estimate his qualities aright. Ho was a maa- 
tor intriguer— a wire puller who well un- 
derstood how to manipulate machine poli- 
tics. 

Tho Times navs : Although ho never at- 
tained his ambition — 'ho presidency— yet as 
a partv orcantzer and director of public pol- 
icy, he bad from time to tiino influouco and 



authority greater than those of his titular 
chiefs. It is on tho morul side that ho moBt 
conspicuously failed. Like Gould's ii.fluence 
in tho financial world, Blaine's influenco in 
the political world is recarded as lowering. 

The Daily News says : Tno splendid 
fabric of bis lifo could only bo crowned by 
the presidency, and ho probably would have 
mado any sacrifice of vital energy to obtain 
it if there had been loft him but a ainglo day 
to enjoy his triumph. 

Tho Daily Graphic says : As a statesman 
Blaine has few claims on tho notice of the 
historian. Aa a politician ho had boon a 
leading figure iu American politics since 
Lincoln diod. His conduct in foreign poli- 
tics waa worthy his great talents. 



GERMANY AND RUSSIA. 

The C'rar Heartily Toasts tho Kaiser-Tho 
European Situation. 

HAMJiuno, Jan. '23. — A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg to the Hamburger norrespondont 
sayB that at tho court dinner given in 
Emperor William's honor tho Czar toasted 
tho Emporor William with groat cordiality 
at the birthday bamjuefc in Altoua last 
evening. Genoral Count von Waldersee, in 
responding to the toast of tho Emperor, 
mado significant remarks as to tho army 
bill. He said that after mature considera- 
tion and hearing advice from experienced 
men the Emperor had made his demands 
upon tho nation, with the solo object of pro- 
serving the integrity and peaoo of the 
empire. Tho Emperor's demands had met 
with somo opposition, but it was to bo 
hoped that tho crisis would bo happily 
passed. It would bo passed happily if all 
the Germans wero as faithful to the Emperor 
and the empire as wero tho people of 
Schleswig Holsteiu. In that case the crisis 
would have served merely to increase tho 
prestige of tho Fatherland, as nobody 
would then dare mako any attack upon 
Germany, and peaco would be assured for 
many years. 



AND STILL ANOTHER WEEOK, 



Indians Report a Big Ship Ashore at 
Clayoquot Sound— No Par- 
ticulars. 



Latest From the Lost Steamer "Michi- 
gan "—A Lonely Grave in 
the Forest. 

West Coast Indians reported to tho 
keeper of tho (Jarmanah lighthouse yester- 
day that a large ship was ashore in Clayo- 
quot Sound, and likely to provo a total losa. 
Light-keeper Daykin sent out one of his 
sons but was unable to obtain further par- 
ticulars, which will no doubt bo available 
to-day. Tho sum total of the original in- 
formation i3 that tho ship is ashore and that 
she is a big one. 

Capt. Whitelaw, who mado a contnet 
with Capt. Graves, of tho Michigan, to look 
after tho wreckage and save aa much of tho 
caryo, etc., as possible, received a telegram 
last night from Carmanah L'oiut containing 
tho information that the surf and waves wero 
broakiDg over tho wreck, and it was 
impossible to get near enough to do any- 
thing. Capt. Whitelaw bad mado his ar- 
rangements to have a party go down to the 
scene of the wreck last night, but on re- 
ceipt of the information that the sea was bo 
violent decided to wait until to-day. Ho 
now proposes, if advices arc favorable, to 
go down this morning, and will do all that 
is possible to gel as much "salvage" as can 
be had. Tho Lome, which waa at tho 
wreck yesterday, returned to port during 
the night. 

The very latest particulars from tho ill- 
fated ship wero given by Mr. Daykin, tho 
operator at Carmanah light last evening in 
a talk over tho wire. He had just visited 
the shipwrecked seamen's camp and talked 
with the second mate, the purser, Mr. 
Buckland, and their companions. They 
aro in a fairly comfortable position, well 
sheltered, and have plenty of provisions ex- 
cept biscuits. 

Of the hardships through which they have 
passed during the week just ended, words 
can give no description; they proved too 
great for one passenger known only by his 
first Dime, Charlie, and ho sank down 
exhausted in the forest, where his un- 
happy comrades mado his rudo grave. 
He and three others on reaching shore had 
tried to gain the shelter of the lighthouse 
by land. Unused to roughing it the pas- 
senger " gave out " and his friends cart ied 
him on their bucks for three miles. Then 
they were forced to leave him and return 
for help to the camp. 

They could not get buck to him that 
night, and tho next morning he was dead 
from exposure. The seamen wrapped him 
in a canvas shroud and buried him not far 
from where death hud como to him, alone 
in tho solitude, about threo miles from iho 
wreck. A cro.^s marks the grave, formed of 
tho name board of the ship. 

The ship— or rather what roxains of tho 
ship— is ashore about threo miles east of 
whore the Sarah wus lost ; she cannot ha 
saved, as her back is broken, and if a south- 
west swell seto in will break up in an hour. 
Much of the valuable cargo can still be 
secured if tho sea continues smooth, and 
even if tho ship breaks up much can bo 
picked up on the beach. 

Mr. Buckland, tho purser, stated to Mr. 
Daykin that tho Indians had seized tho 
whiskey and other liquor its it canto 
ashore, and had carried oil four 
barrels to tho rancheria ; the purcer 
was of the opinion that police should 
be sent to prevent their getting more, as it 
came ashore. The purser had already de- 
stroyed several barrels of the Btult' to pre- 
vent it fulling into tho hards of tho 
Si washes, the majority Nitinats, which 
whole tribe are camped on the beach. 

Tho second mate, wdio was on watch at 
the tinie the ship struck, says it wus very 
thick when f-ho went on, and they must have 
overrun their distance, not seeing Flattery 
light Tho scene of tho disaster ia about 
fifteen or sixteen miles east of Carmanah.

PRESS OPINION. 

The opinion of tho press of the Province 
on the Lieutenant-Governor's speech is, 
considering all things, exceedingly favor- 
able. Even the Opposition newspapers have 
a good word to say for the Government' pro- 
gramme, All that the most irreconuilo- 
ublo of them ventures to do i3 to doubt tho 
Government's will and ability to perform 
what it promises. 

The Times says :— 

" So far as its outlines go, tl»o programme 
laid down for the session by the Dav.'e 
Government is a very fair one. Of courso 
tho details of somo of tho Government's 
fhtxa must be known before their character 
can be Hilly judged, but the purposes sot 
forth are in themselves mainly praito- 
worthy." 

Tho criticism of the different measures is 
vory mild and a good deal more favorable 
than, from tho general tone of our con- 
temporary when dealing with the Govern- 
ment's intentions and acts, might bo ex- 
pected. 

The News-Advertiser is much more 
guarded that the Times in tho expression 
of its opinion. It docs not censure any 
of the proposed measures, but 
is elaborately non-committal in what 
it ^says of them. The editor has evidently 
the exigencies of tho session in his mind's 
eye as he writes, and is trying to guard 
against the charge of inconsistency if it 
should be found necessary either to oppose 
or support any of them. If this were his 
object lie has succeeded admirably. Every 
sentence is so carefully balanced, and every 
criticism 30 prudently qualified, that what- 
ever course tho paper may seo fit to tako 
horeafter his comments on the Governor's 
speech caunot be quoted against him. The 
non-committal article winds up with the 
following equally non-committal paragraph : 
" A long and varied legislative bill of fare 
this, calling for t he-service of an able politi- 
cal chief aided by a trusty staff. Will our 
Premier and his colleagues prove equul to 
their self-imposed task ? A few more weeks 
will decide." 

This is as much as could be expected 
from the News-Advertiser. It cannot bring 
itself openly and heartily to commend tho 
Government's policy, but it is equally care- 
ful not to condemn it. This some may 
look upon as a high compliment to tho Gov- 
ernment's discretion, for if it saw any cause 
to find fault with tho programme there ia 
every reason to believe it would not bo spar- 
ing of its censure. 

The Westminster Columbian, which is 
not usually friendly to tho powers that be, 
lias no fault to find with the speech. Com- 
paring it with the speech of the Governor- 
General it says : 

" When we come to the programme part, 
and if we compare the two speeches, it must- 
be admitted tho.t, on the face of things, tho 
Provincial speech set3 forth a much fuller 
and freer bill of fare in this respect than 
does the Dominion document, and so far ia 
entitled to credit." 

We trint that the Columbian will remain 
in its present frame of mind and that it will 
be ready to give tho Government credit for 
doing its best to carry out a " programme " 
in which it sees nothing to condemn. 

The Nanaimo Free Press, which does not 
U mally say much in the Government's 
fivor, has a good word for the [policy forc- 
fl'iadowed in the Speech from the Throne. 
It says : 

" The Provincial Speech takes the oppo- 



site tack and outlines a large amount of 
practical legislation, some of which, if pro- 
perly framed, will bo behofipialf ' 

The Vancouver World being a strong and 
consistent supporter of the Government 
might bo expected to notice this year's ex- 
cellent Speech in complimentary terms. Its 
commendation is so hearty, and at the same 
time so well deserved, that we cannot deny 
ourselves tho pleasure of reproducing part 
of it : 

" Wo challenge contradiction," it says, 
" when wo declare that never before in our 
history has so frank, so explicit uud pro- 
mising an address been delivered. Every 
paragraph in it is brimful of legislation 
calculated to bo in tho best interests of the 
country.'' 

Very seldom, indeed, is tho policy of 
a government uo outlinod in tho Speech 
from the Throne so well received by friends 
and opponents as tho spocch read by His 
Honor Governor Dewdnoy on Thursday 
last. It is very far from being a collection 
of phrases that mean little or nothing, upon 
which it is most difficult to form an opinion 
favorable or adverse. On the contrary, it 
is full of matter of importance to the coun- 
try, and in it aro outlined measures which, 
if carried out, will have a great influence in 
shaping the destiny of the province. The 
fact that even the opponents of the Gov- 
ernment have nothing to say against thoso 
measures proves that the Ministers have 
mado themselves acquainted with the 
people's needs, and have determined to 
give them what they want. The legislation 
thoy promise is, from beginning to end, 
practical. 



PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

To those who feel interested in the history 
of the Province, its position financially at 
the date of confederation, the gradual pro- 
gress it has made, and its present condition, 
the Public Accounts which were presented 
to tho Legislature at tho opening of the 
present session contain much valuable in- 
formation for statistical reference. The pro- 
gress and prosperity of a country is generally 
gauged by the growth of its comir.erco ; 
this means that in tho expansion of trado 
thero must be a vigorous internal power 
which acts as the motor pushing forward 
enterprises which open the producing 
avenues of revenue, and correspondingly in- 
crease the expenditures. To show that 
British Columbia has been keeping pace 
with the times, wo glean from a 
tabulated statement in the Public Ac- 
counts the following items of information : 
In 1ST- — the year after the Province entered 
into confederation with Canada— the total 
revenue was $:)t!7,-15. Ten years later— 
I8S2— the revenue was 5-15.'!,(iS2, indicating 
a slow but gradual increase during that 
decade. In 1S92 the revenue totalod 
$1,0.'!3,'2.'(7, showing that more rapid strid 
were made during the last ten year 
The expenditure for ISH2 shows 
total of $1,-130,920, which is somo 
$100,000 in excess of tho revenue 
for that year. It must he observed that 
these totals embrace amounts covering some 
transactions not chargeable to any sin 
year, as, for instance, in the expenditure 
there is the item of $171,333 for discount 
and commission on the last loan, whicii 
should be spread over the whole period 
of the loan. Thero is also §102,081 for 
works and buildings, tho greater part of 
which is for construction. These, and 
other similar items under the Dominion 
Government system of bookkeeping would 
be charged ugainst capital account. 
Taking this into consideration it will bo 
seen that tho excess of current expendi- 
ture over current revenue is comparatively 
small. It may bo argued by some 
that in going beyond tho ordi- 
nary receipts of revenue for 1802, the 
Province is necessarily going backward. 
This may appear to be true in theory, but it 
is very far indeed from being so in practice. 
In a country liko this the development of 
its resources is a ceosssity, To do this 
capital is required. The money ""must be 
obtained from some source to meet tho de- 
mand ; this was foreseen by the fiovern- 
ment in 1891, when a sum of £200,000 
was borrowed in the London market ut 
3 per cent. Tho Province, by obtaining 
this loan, has considerably increased its 
liability, but it does not follow that from 
an economic point of view it is not in a far 
better position to carry the additional debt 
by the more rapid development of the 
natural resources which such a policy 
has favored. Tho Government, in curry- 
ing out its progressive policy, did 
not attempt to make the ordi- 
nary revenue meet tho requirements of 
the Province ; liberal appropriations were 
nude to-opou up tho country, extensive sur- 
veys inaugurated and curried out, and lib- 
eral aid extended wherever beneficial re- 
sults were likely to accrue. 

It is quite evident that financially the 
Provincostanda in a far better position, with 
the small increase to its debt, than if it were 
entirely free from any monetary obligation 
and had jogged along in the old beaten path 
of trying to keep tho expenditure within 
tho revenue. The debt of tho Province ia 
only $1,033,012, which is a small turn for 
the population, and very insignificant when 
its immense resources and vast area are 
taken into consideration. It represents a 



per capita of 510 per head of tho popula- 
tion, or, to put it iu another way, the 
hypothecation of one year's revenue. Tho 
Province, then, iu fact has a good showing, 
and may justly be classed in financial circles 
as equal to tho best security in the money 
market. As a proof of this, Its II per cent, 
bonds arc now at 92, almoat on a par with 
tho smio denomination of the bonds of the 
Dominion.

A TERRIBLE RECORD. 

It is a matter of general remark that 
human life is not now held so sacred in the 
United States as it was somo years ago. 
Nowadays murder is committed on tho 
slightest provocation. Men in town and 
country are continually killing each other, 
and even women and boys aro learning to 
uso tho revolver with deadly effect. Lynch 
law is prevalent, not in one or two border 
states, but in many states which ought to 
have arrived at an advanced stage of civiliz i- 
tion. Tho murders committed by tho lynch- 
ers aro always deliberate and aro often of 
tho most barbarous nature. 

It is singular that while individuals are 
so ready to take life, the State is most un- 
willing to condemn a human being to death. 
Tho difficulty of getting a conviction for 
murder in the United States is very great, 
and thero is still more difficulty in getting 
the law carried out after a conviction is 
obtained. This dilatorinesa on the part of 
the courts of law is said to bo tho cause of 
many of the lynch logs. 

Tho number of murders in the United 
States in 1802 waa 0,702, nearly double the 
number committed five years ago. Here is 
the murder record lor the last five years : 
Years. Murders.

18S0 3,607 

1800 4,290 

ISO I 5,900 

1802 0,702 

It will bo observed that tho increase was 
steady and in a far greater ratio than the in- 
creaso of population. The San Francisco 
Call says of this horrible increaso of crime : 
"This, it may bo confidently stated, is 
three times the number of capital crimes in 
tho whole of Europe, which has hundreds of 
millions of population. 1 ' What tho Call's 
authority is for this singular statement we 
do not know, but it might be supposed that 
it would not make an assertion so damaging 
to the people of tho United States without 
good warrant. 

Bat tho reluctance of the State to take 
lifo is quite as remarkable aa the readiness 
with which murder is committed by ordin- 
ary citizens. " Only one murderer in 
0.") undergoes execution at the hands of the 
sheriff." The number hanged in 1892 waa 
107, and in the year preceding 123. But 
Judge Lynch, in tho States, is made of 
sterner stuff than the judges of tho legally 
constituted courts. The number of execu- 
tions over which he presided — for ho is 
executioner as well as judge and jury— last 
year was 230, and the year beforo 191. We 
do not know whether these "executions" 
are included in the murders of those years. 
If they are not they ought to be. 

The state of society which these figures 
indicate, and its tendencies, are most 
deplorable. Thero must be something ex- 
ceedingly rotten in the United States 
commonwealth when a great many 
more murders aro committed in propor- 
tion to its population than in tho whole 
of Europe, and when the lawlojs execu- 
tions greatly exceed in number those of the 
courts of law. 

Tho San Francisco Call deplores this 
deadful state of things and frankly admits 
that human life is uot more sacred or the law 
more effective in punishing the crime of 
murder in California than it is in other 
States. This is what it says about that 
Pacific State : 

What the share of California is in this ap- 
palling total docs not appear, hut notorious- 
ly it is considerable. Sere, if anywhere, 
tho murderer whose hand roek3 with the 
blood of victims may hope to have generous 
consideration. If he has money ho may 
laugh at the chances of hanging, such are 
tho loopholes tho law provides him with 
when he has able counsel, as he may always 
have. Even if poor, his chances of escape 
are many to one for conviction. Our method 
of getting a jury sworn enables the most in- 
telligent and upright citizens to got out of an 
unpleasant duty, which they would dutiful- 
ly perform if required to serve, lint a chal- 
lenge is sure to come from ono side or tho 
other when such men say they read the 
newspapers and have opinions about the per- 
petration of murder, with no objection 
to hanging as tho punishment. When at 
last, out of perhaps two or three score, a 
jury of twelve is obtained, it ia a phenome- 
non in intellectuality and independence. 
Add to this tho licenso allowed to counsel, 
the innumerable tender considerations per- 
mitted to the defense, and tho legal holp- 
lossr.ess of the judgo in summing up, and 
wo need not marvel at the miscarriage of 
justice being so frequent. The judge can- 
not give his opinion on the facts to the jury, 
and as to the law, it is of so little use to 
such a jury that ho might just as well, did 
the codo allow him, keep it to himself. 
After tbe first trial, if there be a conviction, 
a second, third or fourth may be hoped for. 
Such a thing as hanging a murderer a 
month after his sentence would be entirely 
out of tho common order of things. In a 
word, the road to crime is easy, and the 
road out of it is almost a beaten track. The 
law is good, but its administration is feeble.

HOME RULE. 



Outliue of Kr. Gladstone's Horns Utile 
as Proposed to be Intro- 
thicetl. 

Several Important Variations From 
tlio Bill of 188*~'J?he Principal 
Powers Reserved. 



London, Jan. 28.— The following is a syn- 
opsis of tho new Irish Homo Rule bill to 
introduced within a few days after the 
opening of Parliament. Tho bill declares 
thaa there ahull bo established in Ireland a 
legislature consisting of tho U.ueen und an 
Irish legislative body, empowered to amend 
and repeal tho laws. 

The power to enact laws on the following 
subjects is retained by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment : Tho status or dignity of the Crown 
or the succession to tho crown, or u regency; 
tho making of war or peace; the army, 
navy, militia, volunteers or other military 
naval forces, or the defence of the 
realm ; treaties and other relations with 
foreign countries, or tho relations be- 
tween various parts of Her Majesty's 
dominions ; oH'cucos against tho Law of 
Nations, or offences committed in violation 
of any treaty made or hereafter to bo made 
between Her Majesty und uny foreign atate, 
or offences committed on tho high seas, 
treason or naturalization, trade, navigation 
quarantine and tho postal and 
telegraph service except as heroin- 
ifter in this act mentioned with respect 
to the transmission of letters and telegrams 
in Ireland. 

A sub-clause retains to the Imperial Bar 
liament control for livo years over land 
legislation. 

The Irish Legislature is restricted from 
passing any law respecting the establish- 
ment of religion or prohibiting the freo exor- 
cise thereof, or imposing any privileges or 
conferring any disability on account of reli- 
gious belief or abrogating or derogating from 
the right to establish or maintain any place 
of denominational education, or denomina- 
tional institution or charity, or prejudicially 
affecting the right of uny child to attend a 
school receiving public money without at- 
tending the religious instruction ut that 
school, or impairing without either tho leave 
of Uer Majesty in Council, first obtained on 
an address presented by tho legislative body 
of Ireland, or the consent of tho 
corporation interested, tho rights, property 
or privileges of any existing corporation in- 
corporated by royal charter or local und 
general act of parliament, or from passing 
any legislation changing the terms of the 
Home Rule Act, except in so far as tho act 
is declared to he ulterablo by the Iriah 
Legislature. 

The Queen retains the same prerogatives 
with respect to summoning, proroguing and 
dissolving tho Irish legislative body as the 
Queen has with respect to the Imperial 
Parliament. The Irish legislative body 
can continue for live years and no longer, 
from the day on which it is appointed to 
meet. Tho executivo government of 
Ireland is to continue vested in Her 
Majesty, to bo carried on by the 
Lord- Lieutenant on behalf of Her Ma- 
jesty, with the aid of such officers and 
such Council us to her may from time to 
time seem fit. 

Tho ninth clause of the bill relating to 
tho constitution of tho Iriah legislative 
body, differs in one important respect from 
tho bill of 1886, The bill of 1803 provides 
that the legislative body shall consist 
of a first and second order, but in- 
stead of providing that tho orders shall 
deliberate together as in the bill of 1SSG, it 
provides that they shall sit and vote separ- 
ately, thus constituting two distinct houses 
of the legislature. If tho result of the vot- 
;.-.g brings the two orders into collision then 
the question at issue is to bo referred to-a 
joint committee of both houses. If tho 
(juestion still remains undecided through in- 
ability to agree, then the question ut isaue 
may bo referred to the people. 

The tenth clause substantially provides 
that the Upper House ahall includo 103 
members, 7o elective and 28 peerage mem- 
bers. Tho term of an elective member of 
the first order is ten years, 117 or 3S to re- 
tire every fifth year. The peers are to be 
the 28 Irish representative peera. The 
peerage representation in the first order is 
to last for no longer than thirty yeurs 
from tho appointed day of organiza- 
tion, when the places of all the peerage 
members are to bo vacated and to be filled 
by elective members. A dissolution of the 
legislative body is not to vacate the oihecs 
of the members of the first order, The sec- 
ond legislative body is to consist of 204 
members, to be chosen by existing constitu- 
encies in Ireland. 

An important new clause provides that 
1U1 members of the Imperial Par- 
liament shall be elected by the 
existing constituencies. These members 
shall vote on all questions reserved by the 
Imperial Parliament from the Irish legisla 
live body, and may sit in the Irish legisla- 
tive body if elected thereto, as well as in 
the Imperial Parliament. If tho Queen 
signifies to tho Irish Legislature that a Btate 
of war exists tho Irish Legislature may 
make extra appropriations for the army und 
navy, and to aid in the defence of the 
realm, 

" It shall not be lawful for the Irish legis- 
lative body to adopt or pass any vote, reso- 
lution, address or bill for the raising or 
appropriating, for any purpose, of anj' part 
of the public revenue of Ireland, or of any 
tax, duty or import except in pursuance of 
a recommendation from Her Majesty, signi- 
fied through the Lord Lieutenant in tho 
session in which such vote, resolution, ud- 
dress or bill is proposed." 

The Dublin Metropolitan police is to be 
subject to the Lord Lieutenant for a period 
of live years, or until tho Irish administra- 
tion, will guarantee that an adequato police 
systom has been organized. Tho Royal 
Irish constabulary, while it exists, is to con- 
tinue subject to tho control of the Lord 
Lieutenant, but tlio Irish legislature may 
provide for tho establishment or main- 
tenance of a police force in counties or 
boroughs in Ireland under the control of the 

local authorities, and arrangements may ho 
made between tho treasury and the Irish 
government for the establishment und main- 
tenance of polico reserves. 

There ia an entirely new clause, 22, 
which gives tho Crown the right to veto all 
bills of the Irish legislature, and gives Irish 
representative peers tho right to sit in tho 
House of Lords at Westminster and vote on 
all Imperial questions. Controversies regard- 
ing constitutional questions are to he re- 
ferred to the Judicial committee of the 
Privy Council for decision. 

The functions of the Lord Lieutenant are 
the sumo as in the bill of 188U, 
and the Judiciary ia to remain for five yeurs 
under tho control of the Imperial Govern- 
ment then to puss under the control of tho 
Irish Government. Other provisions are 
similar to those of 1880.

The Intensely Moral Drama in 
New York City. 

.A COMPARISON OF TWO JULIAS. 



"Jlliinu Gale-Haynes' Hold Venture— Her 
i Strong l'olntu anO Her Shortcoming*. 
Tho Reaotlou AgainHt ISxtm Had Bfoto- 
drama and Faroe Coined) — Other Gossip. 

New Yoiiit, Jim. 4. — Mr, John Stetson, of 
Boston, is evidently anxious to pose as tho 
great moral educator of the tit axe. Hu is 
reported to have said that "Theresa li.i- 
quiu" and "Tho Crust of Society" hoth 
tejich salutary lessons. Perhaps they do, but 
no ono t Mr. StotHon has yet been able 
•to discover any lesson in these plays eX-

cept tho deplorable one which their pecu- 
niary success teaches — that tho American 
theater going public will pay liberally to 
sco upon the stage faithful representations 
of a typo of life with which must people are 
supposed to he unfamiliar. 

"The Crust of Society" is strong in dra- 
matic power. It could not well ho other- 
wise, for it is only an adaptation of "Lo 
Demimonde," by Dumas Ills. Tlie com- 
pany interpreting it at tho Union Square 
theater is an excellent one, and the mount- 
ing of the piece leaves little (o be desired. 
These very points of excellence, however, 
serve to make the play all tho more objec- 
tionable, as by their aid none of the dis- 
gusting "lesson" is lost. As long as tho 
"elevation of tho stage" is ini rusted to 
men like Mr. Stetson, whose moral percep- 
tion is so obfuscated that he considers 
"Tho Crust of Society" a "lesson," there 
will bo no real, substantial and genuine 
advancement of the drama in America. 

What with sluggers, divorces, French 
quadrille dancers, serpentine dancers, 
champion wrestlers, reformed burglars, 
farce comedyists and "moral teachers" liko 
John Stetson, the stage is just now playing 
in pretty hard luck. Fortunately for New 
York, "The Crust of Society" is in its last 
week at the Union Square theater; but, sad 
to relate, Mrs. James Brown Potter and 
Kyrio Bellow will play a return engage- 
ment at that house in February, They 
will of course bo under the management of 
Mr. John Stetson, and tho play will bo 
that nightmare of human depravity, "The- 
reso Rnquin." 

Strong individual hits have been made 
in "The Crust of Society" byCarrio Tur- 
ner, who plays in an artistio manner the 
role of the heroine who is possessed of ideas 
of morality which are stretchablo as the 
best grade of caoutchouc, and Joseph Ha- 
worth, who is the protagonist and plays a 
difficult pnrt in n strong and sincere way. 
By tho way, it is reported that this excel- 
lent young actor will soon go a-sturring 
again in a play especially written for him 
by his brother William. 

It seems strange that the English and 
American adapters should have left "Le 
Demimonde" severely alone for thirty-five 
years, and then should have pounced down 
upon it all at once. Besides "The Crust of 
Society" there was "Tho Fringe of So- 
ciety," which Mrs, Bcrnard-Beere was to 
have produced during her Xew York "run," 
and "Deception," which is now on at the 
Fifth Avenue theater, with "Baroness" 
Blanc as tho star. These nro all adapta- 
tions of Dumas' plays. Others, tho main 
incidents of wbicli may be directly traced 
to "Lo Demimonde," are "Two Nights in 
Rome," "J.ndv Barter," "Katherine Kav- 
atunigh," "La Belle Russo" and "Forget 
Me Not." 

Besides these there are a score of dramas 
less well known, which are based upon the 
efforts of fallen women to marry good men 
Or otherwise gain social recognition. 

Mrs. Minna Gale-llaynes' policy upon 
re-entering the stellar ranks has excited 
much comment, for she opened with "The 
Hunchback," which she followed up with 
"As You kike It." I have heard it said, 
albeit, not officially, that this was done that 
a comparison might be instituted between 
Miss Ada Rehan and Mrs. Galc-Haynes, 
Daly having given both "The Hunchback" 
and "As You Like It" just ahead of Mrs. 
Haynes' productions of the same pieces.

Whether or nol it was Mrs. Haynes' in- 
tention to prove how much greater she is 
as an old comedy actress than Miss Rehan, 
it in cer'-' In that most people believe that 
the wflct i in of t lie same plays in the same 
order was made for t hat purpose, and the 
consequence, as might, have been foreseen, 
is thai Mrs. Gale-IIaynes has been ad- 
judged by irvery high standard, and in all 
candor I must admit that from that stand- 
point she has been found wanting, In tho 
role of "Julia" Miss Rehan can scarcely ho 
excelled, while it would not be a difficult 
matter to find a good many actresses who 
are far better in tho part than Mrs. Haynes. 

Mrs, Haynes is u magnificent reader, 
tn ordinary conversational tones I think I 
have never heard her superior. Her enun- 
ciation is distinct, her pronunciation per- 



iod", and hcrvoicofs beflatftully modulated. 
Then she is a model actress, for in addition 
to her other merits she moves about the 
stage with ease and grace and is' natural- 
ness itself. 

But mark I ho change! 

There is a sec no calling for emotion. At 
once Mrs. Gale-Haynes is transformed into 
a very, very commonplace actress. Her 
voice will not stand high pressure, and, like 
a steam boiler under tho sumo circum- 
stances, it goes to pieces. In the striving 
for effect even the beautiful camepllke 
rending is destroyed. Mrs. Haynes is also 
afflicted with the ridiculous Lawrence Bar- 
Kttcsque habit of striding (not walking) up 
and down the stage, like a caged and en- 
raged animal, immediately after delivering 
what is intended to bo a heavy speech. 

This may be an excellent device for sug- 
gesting to the auditors that a point has 
been reached where a little applause would 
not be amiss, and the time occupied in do- 
ing three or four laps may also occupy time 
Which can be judiciously devoted to noisy 
commendation of tho star's efforts, but the 
whole proceeding is crude, amateurish, 
Oltver-Doud-Byronisii, and therefore inar- 
tistic in tho extreme. 

While smarting under reproof Mrs. Gale- 
Haynes portrays her mental anguish by 
hysterically bobbing her head and gulping, 
as if trying to swallow something. This 
and the pedestrian exercise may constitute 
Mrs. Gale-Haynes' idea of emotion, hut if 
so she has practically a monopoly of t he 
opinion, for no one who knows anything of 
the drama will agree with her. Despite 
the fact that the lady has always played in 
tragedy she is inadequate for it, and her 
proper sphere is in high comedy without 
emotional scenes of any kind. Mrs. Haynes 
is too good a reader and actress to waste 
her time in attempting to do something for 
which she is totally unfitted. 

1 have very good reason to believe that 
A. M. Palmer secured a lease of the Gar- 
den theater for a term of years with the in- 
tention of putting his stock company into 
it, with either Helen Barry or Julia Arthur 
OS leading lady. If this should be done I 
shall expect to see Mr. Palmer put his 
Broadway house to its present uses, for it 
is one of tho best theaters in this city for a 
run if tho attraction be reasonably gooel. 

On the other hand, Mr. T. Henry French 
will not contract his sphere of operations, 
for while ho has also lost the lease of tho 
Grand opera house ho has recently acquired 
control of tlio Broad way theater, and his 
new houso on Eighth avenue and Forty- 
second street will soon be completed. It is 
now paid that Mr. French will not produce 
his big horse drama, "The Prodigal Daugh- 
ter," at the Grand opera house, but will 
wait until he is able to put it- on in his own 
theater, which is rapidly Hearing comple- 
tion. 

Jim Dunlap, one of the Northampton 
bank robbers, who has just been pardoned 
by tho governor of Massachusetts, is tho 
latest aspirant for stellar honors, if what I 
hear he t rue. I know that a play was writ- 
ten to order for Mrs. Rowland, who is tho 
widow of Bob Scott, the man who induced 
Dunlap to join tho gang. The author of

• It would probably form a republic and 
ask tho protection of tho United States." 

"Is there not an international treaty in 
existence which would bo violated by an- 
nexation?" 

"No; in .1813 £n agreement was made 
between Franco and Croat Britain, recog- 
nizing tho independence of the islands. 
Subsequently tho Unitod States mado a 
similar declaration. There is no tieaty tu 
force nor anything Obligatory about those 
agreements. The natives at first Opposed tho 
ProviaioualCovernment. They had amecting 
and passed resolutions defending the Queen's 
course They aro now coming over to our 
side, however, aud among the official docu- 
ments of tho commission are several peti- 
tions from natives to tho United States 
government asking for anuoxftiou. Tho 
natives are liko sheep, and always follow 
tho Crowd. Ono reason why wo desire to 
havo the government taken out of their 
hands i», that tho whites pay seven-eighths 
of the Hawaiian, taxes and don't propese to 
give the nativen the spending of it." 

Lorin A. Thurston, chairman of tho coin- 
mission, talked plainly about tho causes 
which had led to the downfall oC tho Queen. 
" There wero many reasons," he said " for 
| the uprising. The latter was aot tho work 
of a moment or the action of impulse. Tho 
illegal acts of the Legislature and those of 
the Queen, coming ivb they did iu quick suc- 
cession on top of each other, brought a 
climax to tho situation. For a long time 
tho Queen aud her friends havo boon trying 
to concentrate tho power iu the lunula of the 
natives to tho tolal expulsion of foreigners. 
Tho lattor demanded representation in 
tho Government to protect their own inter- 
ests, The people, whoso capital, energy 
and enterprise had built up the country, did 
not propose to relinquish their rights and 
leave their property in tho hands of tho 
natives. The last Legislature wes the most 
corrupt ever known. They pasted tho 
Lottery bill and then tho Opium bill. To 
crown all, Queen Liliuokalani wanted to 
promulgate a constitution disfranchising 
foreigners, abolishing nobles aud abrogating 
the Supremo court ; in short, giv- 
ing all tho power into tho hands of 
tho natives The intelligent of the islands as 
well as foreigners, saw that this would not 
do, and resolved that the only course left 
open was as annexation to tho Unitod States. 

1 have but little doubt that this country 
will accept tho islands. If they do not, our 
mission is done ; but the people in the event 
of a refusal, will surely turn to England 
who will be only too glad to take us." 

Commissioner J, Marsden said that tho 
ground had been pretty well covered by 
Honolulu papers which tho Claudine hud 
brought. " Our mission to the U. S.," 
said he, " ia for the purpose of offering the 
Hawaiian Islands to Uncle Sam. If the 
Government refuses to accept our gift that 
is another thing. All the foreign element 
in tho Islands and tho better class of natives 
are in hearty accord with the provisional 
government and with annexation to tho 
United States, The causes which led up to the 
trouble wero the actions of Liliuokalani, who 
wanted to force a new constitution, revolu- 
tionary in character, upon us. Directly 
after the prorogation of the Legislature, 
tho Queen sent for the nobles, and pre- 
sented to them the proposed constitution 
for their signatures. They demurred, but 
she stonnod at them and fiercely commanded 
them to obey her behests. They went to 
the people and told them of the actions of 
the Queen, Immediately a number of mer- 
chants gathered together, and, after a short 
consultation, appointed thirteen men as an 
executive committee, with full power 
to act. The committee called a meeting for 

2 o'clock on Monday afternoon, and tho 
Armory hall was packed at that hour with 
the largest crowd of white people ever 
gathered in Honolulu. A resolution was 
passed to prevent tho high-handed proceed- 
ings of the Queen. On that night a number 
of marines from tho United States steamer 
Boston came ashore and took up their posi- 
tion at tho oflico of the American consulate. 
On Tuesday the whole thing was over. Tho 
Queen surrendered, although she accom- 
panied her capitulation by a strong protest. 
Immediately afterwards the Provisional 
Government was formed and the commission 
to the United States appointed." 

Chas. L. Carter, another of the commis- 
sioners, is the sou of the late Minister 
Carter, who represented the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment at Washington for many ycar3. 
Ho said that in the Queen's capitulation 
there was only ono condition. The Queen 
asked the privilege of sending her protest 
to Washington, and this was granted. "As 
soon as the Provisional Government was 
formed," said Mr. Carter, "we notified 
the foreign representatives and all 
but Minister James Hat VVoodhouse, of 
England, acknowledged us. Then we sent 
down and demanded that tho police station 
be turned over to us, and this was done. 
Tho steamer Claudine was chartered on 
Wednesday, and on tho following Monday 
we sailed for San (Francisco. Shortly before 
we left, Liliuokalani sent word to us asking 
the privilege of sending a message to Wash- 
ington. We found that she really wanted 
to scud a representative, who would be 
clothed with powers of envoy extraordinary 
ind we refused him passage." 

"What will become of tho Queen?" was 
asked. 

"Ample provision has-been made for her 
and also for the Princess 'Victoria Kaiulana, 
who was to be her successor." 

"How about ittho rest of the islands with 
regard to the contemplated annexation?" 

" Wc had not heard from them when we 
left, but I have no doubt that the inhab- 
itants will he pleased at the turn of affairs. 
The Queen ia not liked too well by the na- 
tives, and, as for the whites, annexation is 
what they want." 

Consul-General Pratt was as .surprised a 
man as if he had drawn the lucky number 
in a lottery. As coon as ho heard the news 
ho hurried lo tho Occident!.! hotel sad held 
a prolonged conversation with tho.ocmmis- 
sioners. " This is not altogether unex- 
pected," said Mr. Pratt. " The troubles in 
the Islands of which wo heui- by nearly 
every steamer led to the inevitable con- 
clusion that something serious was going to 
happen. I did not expect though that it 
would happen just this way. I 
don't think that the Provisional Govern- 
ment can last, nor do I think wo will 
annex tho Islands, for reason that the other 
powers would interfere. The Islands, for 



that matter <aou S''. hav ° been as good ah 
most as an annex to Z? *™ f°r tho lust 
forty years. Honolulu has been us"C rl R8 R 
coal port for that time, and Amerioans pA 
tho Islands havo been granted many privi- 
leges over residents. If England, or any 
other country, rt'ero to attempt to annex 
Hawaii, America would naturally object, 
and the roverso will now be the. case," 

■ As far 0uu bo ascertained though 
Amerioan sources the facts aro^ that on 
January 14 the Queen endeavoro^ to force 
hoc cabinet to sigu a now constitution, but 
they objected. A committee of safety was 
formed on Sunday aftorn'jon, January 15, 
and On Monday a £ro v . isional government 
was ostabliBhed. Tho monarchy _ was abro- 
gated and th.8 Queen and her cabinet forced 
to accopt it. A commission wus sent to 
Washington on January 10. 

Tho community had been startled by the 
information that a ioup d'etal was in pro- 
gress, and that tho Queen was endoavoring 
to foroo her cabinet to sign a new constitu- 
} tion which she proposed to promulgate im- 
' modit'.tely. Tho political changes of tho 
preceding few days, tho renewed vote of 
want of confidence, tho secret attempts of 
tho Queen to overthrow her ministers, and 
her secret interviews with regard to a now 
constitution wero felt by some to give a 
hint as to what was to bo looked 
for in tho future. Tho prorogation 
of the Legislature, the last chapter in 
tho story, went off tamely and quietly. 

Immediately after tho House had been 
prorogued, tho Hiu Kaliaina marched over 
to tho palace and presented a now consti- 
tution to the Queen, who called tho cabinet 
together and demanded that they sign tho 
new constitution. They remonstrated, when 
sho threatened that unless they at once 
acceded, she would tell tho crowd that she 
would give them a now constitution, but 
that her ministers hindered her from doing 
it. Before tho threat could bo executed 
the ministers fled, but they returned later 
and induced tho Queen to postpone the 
matter. There was a public meeting in 
front of the palace. The Queen then an- 
nounced tho failure of her plans. Early in 
the evening tho citizens met aud formed a 
committee for public safety. 

On January 10th a mass meeting was held 
in the armory. About 5 p.m. tho U. S. 
steamer Boston landed .'!00 men fully armed- 
They marched to the office of tho Consul- 
Genoral of the United States. The marines 
wero sent to the American legation, while 
the sailors marched out with two Gutling 
guns, and camped for a time on private 
grounds. They stayed ashore all night. 
All day Tuesday, the 17th, the community 
was in a state of expectancy, looking to tho 
committee of public safety to do something 
to end tho suspense and to securo the rights 
of all citizens against encroachment at once 
and for all. 

Tho committee was not idle, but was in- 
cessantly occupied completing i la organiza- 
tion and perfecting the final arrangements 
necessary to the proclamation of the pro- 
visional government and its protection by 
armed force. Meanwhile the committee on 
public safety, accompanied by members of 
the government about to be formed, pro- 
ceeded to the government building. They 
were entirely unarmed. Arrived ut the 
government building the committee inquired 
for the cabinet, but tho ministers were not 
to be found. They then demunded and re- 
ceived of Mr. Hassinger tho possession of 
the building. The party now proceeded to 
the front otcps, and in tho presenco of u 
rapidly-increasing crowd read a proclama- 
tion as follows : 

"_Wc, citicjns und residents of the 
Hawaiian islands, organized and acting for 
the public safety and the common good, 
hereby proclaim as follows : 

"First— Tho Hawaiian monarchical sys- 
tem of government is hereby abrogated. 

" Second. — A Provisional Government for 
the control and management of public 
affairs and the protection of public peace is 
hereby established, to exist until terms of 
union with the United States of America 
have been negotiated and agreed upou. 

"Third, — Such Provisional Government 
shall consist of an executive council of four 
members, wiio are hereby declared to be, S. 
B. Dolye, J. A. King, R. C. Jones and W. O. 
Smith, who shall administer the executive de- 
partments of the government, the first named 
acting as president and chairman of such 
council ana administering tho department 
of Foreign Affairs, und the others severally 
administering the departments of Interior, 
Finance and Attorney- General, respectively, 
in the order named, according to existing 
Hawaiian law aa far as may bo consistent 
with this proclamation ; and also of an Ad- 
visory Council which shall consist of four- 
teen members, who are hereby declared to 
he, S. M. Damin, A. Brown, L. A. Thurs- 
ton, J. F. Morgon, J. Emm'eluth, H. Water- 
house, J. A. McCandless, E. L». Tenney, F. 
W. McChesney, M. Wilbet, W. U. Castle, 
W. G. Ashley, W. C. Wilder and C. Bolt. 
Such Advisory Council shall also havo gen- 
eral legislative authority. Such Executive 
and Advisory Council shall, acting jointly, 
have power to remove any member of either 
Council and to fill such or any of the vacan- 
cies. 

Fourth — All officers under tho existing 
Government are hereby requested to con- 
tinue to CKeroisc their functions aud per- 
form the duties of their respective offices, 
with the exception of tho following named 
persons : Queen Liliuokalani ; Charles B. 
Wilson, Marshal; Samuel Parker, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs ; \Y. H. Cornwall, Min- 
ister of Finance.: John F. Cold burn, Minis- 
ter of tho Interior; Arthur P. Peterson, 
Attorney-General, who uro removed from 
otliee. 

Fifth — AH Hawaiian laws and constitu- 
tional principles not inconsistent herewith 
shall continue in force unt il further orders 
of tho Executive and Advisory coun-. ils. 
(Signed), Henry E. Cooper, Andrew firown, 
John Emmeluth, Ed. Luhr, W. C. Wilder, 
William O. Smith, 3. A. McCandless, Theo- 
dole F. Lansing, C. Bolte, Henry Water- 
house, F. W. McChesney. 

lieforo the reading of the proclamation 
had been completed the volunteers from the 
Rifles' armory began to assemble in force. 
Tho grounds of Alnyoloni hall wero cleared 
and guards set at all tho gates. The pro 
visional government sent for the lato minis 
ters, who were at the police station. Two 
of them came and finally all four repaired 
Co tho headquarters of the new govern- 
ment, whero formal demand was made for 
possession of tho police station. The ex-

ministers asked for time to deliberate. 
They went to tho palaco in company with 
Samuel M. Damon and held a consultation 
with Liliuokalani, the re3ult being a com- 
promise proposition which was rejected by 
tho provisional government. Tho lute 
Queen and cabinet finally yielded condition- 
ally and tho police station was turned over 
to Commander Sopor and C-pt. Siegler 
with 10 men from Company A. Mr. Wil- 
son made a short address to the polioo force 
assembled in the station, telling them that 
resistance was no longer feasible, 

Tho Government then mado formal entry 
into the palace. The ex-Queen retired to 
her residence at Washington Place, and the 
Government granted her an honorary guard 
of sixteen men. Tho household guards 
wero paid off on February 1 und disbanded. 
A strong force of volunteers took possession 
and is in chargo of tho palace, barracks, 
police headquarters and other Government 
buildings. At headquarters military or- 
ganization is rapidly pushed forward and 
volunteers continue to pour steadily in from 
all charters. It is not apprehended that 
any difficulty will ariBe among tho other 
islands. 

Tho Provisional Government spent the 
lKth and a large part of the night perfect- 
ing their organization and adjusting the 
wheels of government to tho changed order. 
Meantime tho ordinary routine of govern- 
ment work was going ahead with but lictlo 
break up to the departure of the Claudine, 
and tho powers represented in the Hawaiian 
Islands, except Great Britain and Japan, 
have recognized the new Government. 

Tho foreign representatives in the 
islands include tho United States, Russia, 
Germany, France, Austria, Hungary, Por- 
tugal, Spain, Italy, besides most of the 
small European States, Mexico and several 
of the South American Republics. A com- 
mittee was appointed to go to Washington, 
D.C., to negotiate for annexation to the 
United States. It consists of L. A. Thurs- 
ton, Win. C. Wilder, Win. R. Casle, Clias. 
L. Carter and Jos. Marsden. They sailed 
on the Claudine for San Francieeo and will 
proceed directly to Washington. 

Washington, Jau. 28.— The news that 
Queen Liliuokalani had been overthrown 
came to the U. S. Government with an em- 
phasis that precluded all doubts as to its 
authenticity, An official dispatch to Secre- 
tary John W. Foster being received this 
morning, he immediately sent word to Presi- 
dent Harrison and to Mr. Mott Smith, rep- 
resentative in Washington of Queen Liliu- 
okalani. That gentleman had already been 
informed and hurried to the State depart- 
ment with his dispatch from Mr. Thurston, 
leader of tho commsssion sent, to negotiate' 
for tho annexation of Hawaii to the united 
States. After an interview with Secretary 
Foster, Mr. .Smith said he thought the new 
government would be maintained without 
a display of force. He believed there would 
be no trouble by tho people themselves. A 
revolution was inevitable, but Mr. Smith 
ditl not think it would como so soon. 

TACOMA, Wash., Jan. 28. — Charles L. 
Carter, of the Hawaiian annexation com- 
mission, telegraphed Manager Simpson of 
the Puget Sound and Honolulu Steamship 
Company, that subsidies awarded between 
Paget Sound aud Honolulu would be paid 
by tho provisional government the same as 
if the monarchical government continued, 
When Mr. Simpson was in Honolulu a few- 
weeks ago, he was assured that the United 
States would not be asked to annex the Ha- 
waiian Islands unless it was found absolute- 
ly impossible for the Queen's govern met t 
to hold together. 



An Insane Man's Estate. 

New York, Jan. 28.— Lawyer Robert L. 

Harrison, has received a dispatch from San 
Francisco directing him to look out for pro- 
ceedings regarding the personal CBtato of 
John Cunning, who recently became insane 
on his yacht, "the Alert, while alio lay in the 
harbor at Nice, and who was removed to 
Paris. Mr. Lunning's relatives in San 
Francisco feared that some action for the 
control of his property might be taken in 
this city by some of his friends, and that 
awkward legal complications might ensue. 
As a precaution, Mr. Harrison was re- 
quested to prevent the appointment of any 
commission until Mr. Lunning himself or 
his San Francisco relatives could be heard 
from.
